VIVA! & Gala Around Town Concert Series 


The fourth season features international luminaries, performances with a contemporary edge, 
and a mini-concert series celebrating the centenary of Olivier Messiaen 


CLEVELAND (June 30, 2008)—The Cleveland Museum of Art (CMA) announces the fourth 
season of its acclaimed VIVA! & Gala Around Town Series, a major performing arts series composed 
of 21 performances, 23 films, and award-winning artists presented at some of Cleveland’s most 
impressive performance halls and architectural sites. This season’s schedule, which begins in October, 
includes some of the finest performers in world music, dance, chamber music and vocal ensembles; as 
well as select films that both complement and accentuate the performers. 

“The 2008-09 series is marked by a combination of international luminaries and a new 
contemporary edge evident in such extraordinary performances by Maureen Fleming 
and Alarm Will Sound. Another highlight of the season will be a mini-concert series celebrating the 
centenary of Olivier Messiaen,” said Massoud Saidpour, director of performing arts, music and film at 
CMA. 

The roster of performers include Balkan music icon Goran Bregovic with his 40-member 
Wedding and Funeral Orchestra; the celebrated pianist Krystian Zimerman; master puppeteer Basil 
Twist; the extraordinary Portuguese diva Mariza; renowned cellist Pieter Wispelway performing the 
complete Beethoven cello sonatas; famed klezmer clarinetist David Krakauer; the Merce Cunningham 
dance company; and to top it all a special program featuring today’s finest Arab vocalists backed up by a 
15-piece orchestra. 

The 2008-09 series debuts on Saturday, October 18 at 7:30 p.m. with Lura: The Music of Cape 
Verde, featuring Afro-Latin rhythms of the Cape Verde Islands that embrace French Afro-pop, Brazilian 
rhythms, and earthy, traditional African music in Murch Auditorium at the Cleveland Museum of Natural 
History. 

VIVA! & Gala Around Town debuted in 2005 as CMA began preparations for its renovation and 
expansion project, including a renovation of Gartner Auditorium. As a result, the museum combined its 
celebrated performing and musical arts programs and presented them in a wide array of venues 
throughout Cleveland.

December 2008 marks 100 years since the birth of the great French composer Olivier Messiaen, whose 
large body of work is music of enormous power and spirit, worthy of consideration in its multifaceted 
splendor. CMA joins the world in a centenary celebration of this musical titan, whose catalogue both built 
on the traditions of Western composition and expanded them. Mystic, visionary, lover of birdsong, deeply 
religious, and attuned to non-Western musics—all of these interests formed the man whose sound is 
immediately distinctive. Several programs highlight the different aspects of the music of Messiaen, whom 
noted critic Paul Griffiths called “the first great composer whose works exist entirely after, and to a large 
degree apart from, the great Western tradition.”

This rarely heard large chamber work was inspired by Messiaen’s 
visit to Utah, and in particular his response to Bryce Canyon’s colors, landscape 

and birds. Commissioned by Alice Tully to celebrate the bicentenary of the U.S. Declaration 

of Independence, it was first performed in 1974 and is scored for 40 musicians and four soloists.

The Weathermen, Woodstock, Stonewall, Vietnam, Nixon: 1969 was a year in which it seemed that 
society itself could be overturned, and perhaps needed to be. And this revolutionary spirit infused the 
music of the time. While senior composers—Stravinsky, Copland, Shostakovich—were working on their 
final works, John Lennon used his Montreal bed-in to demand world peace, Jimi Hendrix 

destroyed a violin on the stage of Queen Elizabeth Hall, Steve Reich and Philip Glass seemed to reboot 
Western music at the Whitney Museum, Cornelius Cardew invited anyone to make music with his 
Scratch Orchestra, and Leonard Bernstein's Mass seemed to bring the threat of violent revolution directly 
to God. 


Alarm Will Sound’s 1969 is a music-theater event which tells the stories of these artists and their relation 
to the historical events of the time. With the contagious we-can-remake-the-world optimism of 1969 now 
a distant memory, this production offers a relevant evening of entertainment from the group that Alex 
Ross of the New Yorker has called “incontestably a sensational force.” $34, CMA members $32.
